At the end of subtitle B of title XII, add the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. l. REPORT ON UNITED STATES FORCE CAPABILITIES 1

IN THE CENTCOM AREA OF RESPONSIBILITY. 2

(a) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Con-3

gress that the United States should maintain robust capa-4

bilities in the United States Central Command area of re-5

sponsibility to respond to a range of issues of critical na-6

tional security importance to the United States and 7

United States allies and partners, to include any attempt 8

by the Islamic Republic of Iran to pursue, develop, or oth-9

erwise acquire a nuclear weapon or such capabilities. 10

(b) REPORT.— 11

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days 12

after the date of enactment of this Act, the Com-13

mander for United States Central Command shall 14

submit to the congressional defense committees a re-15

port that contains the elements described in para-16

graph (2). 17

(2) ELEMENTS.—The report required by this 18

subsection shall contain the following elements: 19
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(A) An assessment of United States mili-1

tary capabilities in the United States Central 2

Command area of responsibility. 3

(B) An identification of any capabilities 4

gaps related to the assessment in described in 5

subparagraph (A) and recommendations for ad-6

dressing such capabilities gaps. 7

(3) FORM.—The report required by this sub-8

section shall be submitted in unclassified form and 9

may contain a classified annex. 10

  _. Report on United States force capabilities in the CENTCOM area of responsibility 
  (a) Sense of Congress It is the sense of Congress that the United States should maintain robust capabilities in the United States Central Command area of responsibility to respond to a range of issues of critical national security importance to the United States and United States allies and partners, to include any attempt by the Islamic Republic of Iran to pursue, develop, or otherwise acquire a nuclear weapon or such capabilities.  
  (b) Report 
  (1) In general Not later than 180 days after the date of enactment of this Act, the Commander for United States Central Command shall submit to the congressional defense committees a report that contains the elements described in paragraph (2).  
  (2) Elements The report required by this subsection shall contain the following elements: 
  (A) An assessment of United States military capabilities in the United States Central Command area of responsibility. 
  (B) An identification of any capabilities gaps related to the assessment in described in subparagraph (A) and recommendations for addressing such capabilities gaps.  
  (3) Form The report required by this subsection shall be submitted in unclassified form and may contain a classified annex.
